The 
kindergarten 
is the 
stepping 
stone from the 
home 
to 
school 
life 
and 
it 
should go hand in hand with the 
mother. So often what it may have 
failed to discover the mother may 
point out, and vice versa. About the 
age when we have our little folk in 
the kindergarten is the time when 
the home is not quite large enough 
for them and the school is too far be­ 
yond 
We do not mean that the 
mother is not doing all she can for the 
child, but that he needs ex periences 
and associations the mother cannot 
possibly give him. He has to go out 
of the home to get them, “ Mother 
what can I do]{now? ” is a question 
that doubtless isirepeated again and 
again and the mother so often Is at 
a 
total 
loss« 
because 
what 
at 
one time satisfied him, no longer 
is enough. 
Not only the mere fact of 
doing something, but it is the asso­ 
ciation with other children he needs 
just as much as we needftbe associa­ 
tion with others. 
Not the same few 
every day and every hour in the day— 
we need to be with different people to 
study and see their ways. 
Constantly coming in contact with 
others, giving andjreceiving ideas, the 
children here learn the habits and 
ways of other children and are led to 
adapt 
themselves 
to these ways. 
They see that there are many to be 
considered and soon feel that they 
and their ideas are to be considered. 
Tneir knowledge is broadened by 
an 
introduction 
into 
a 
oircle 
larger 
than 
their 
home 
oircle. 
Tbe 
kindergarten 
prepares the 
child for the primary by helping him 
to be observant, to think connectedly, 
to learn to control his mind as well as 
his muscles. Without self control we 
are practically helpless. 
Habits are 
formed by repeated actions. Onr en­ 
deavor is to help form right habits 
and overcome evil ones. 
Miss Newberry talked in this man­ 
ner to the mothers for half an hour or 
more, the mothers discussing the vari­ 
ous subjects in the work at the oiose. 
j 
It was a very interesting meeting and 
profitable to all. 
Doubtless every 
mother of the pupils will be present 
at the nex t meeting.

Odessa, July 6.—Six ty-seven of the 
mutineers from the Georgl Pob iedono- 
setz, including the ringleaders, have 
b een imprisoned. 
It is ex pected that 
all of them will b e shot. 


Theodosia, Crimea, July 6. — Sum­ 
moned b y the Kniaz Potemklne, which 
entered the harb or here yesterday, rep­ 
resentatives of the town council went 
on b oard the b attleship and were re­ 
ceived in tlie adm iral’s cab in b y the 
commission 
commanding 
her. 
The 
commission demanded the delivery of 
50(i tons of coal and provisions of va­ 
rious kinds within twenty-four hours, 
and threatened that in the event of 
non-compliance, after due warning to 
the inhab itants, the town would he 
b omb arded. The commission also pro­ 
posed that the maypr should transm it 
to the population a proclamation de­ 
manding the termination of the war. a 
•onvocation of zemstvos, etc. 


W o r k m e n H ack t he M n tln ee r« . 
Learning of these demands many In­ 
hab itant* fled the town. The workmen 
insisted that the demands b e granted. 
A special meeting of the municipality 
was called and the council consented 
to deliver the provisions, b ut refused 
to comply with the demand for coal 
for the r en sou that the town had none. 


W lis i I* T hou ght a t St. P e tf M b u r g. 
St. Petersb urg. July 6.—It Is report­ 
ed here that dissension has b roken 
out on the mutiny ship Kniaz Potem­ 
klne, that she is short of provisions 
and coal, and the adm iralty b elieves 
her career will soon b e ended. 
The 
ringleaders of the 
mutiny, however, 
realizing that they have put 
their 
b ends in the noose, and that they have 
nothing to lose, have demanded coal 
and provisions at Theodosia under the 
penalty of b omb arding the town. They 
are trying to make for Poti, Trans- 
Caucasia. where they may get the sup­ 
port of 
the 
revolutionists, Batoum, 
which is fortified, b eing too dangerous 
a haven.

R e m a r k a b l e Step of the >1 u tt n e e r e —A Uo a 
Very S hre w d Move. 
St. Petersb urg. July 6.—While no 
official confirmation is ob tainab le the 
Associated Press has b een informed b y 
an authority usually reliab le that the 
admiralty has received news that the 
Kniaz Potemklne, after shipping coal, 
provisions and medicines, is again at 
large in the Black sea, and that her 
destination is unknown. 
W hether the 
report of the sailing of the b attleship 
b s true or not the crew took a rem ark­ 
ab le step yesterday when with all the 
solemnity of a provisional government 
It issued a manifesto addressed to the 
penvers, announcing that civil war had 
b een b egun against the ex isting regime 
in Russia and pledging theinviolab ility 
of foreign shipping and foreign ports. 
This action doub tless was taken to 
quiet the apprehension* 
of 
foreign 
powers and to leave no ex cuse for the 
sending of warships through the Dar- 
dsnelles to effect the capture of the 
b attleship, which until now Russia’s 
Black sea fleet has not dared to at­ 
tempt. It is considered a shrewd move 
on the part of 
the mutineers, and 
stam ps the commander of the crew as 
a leader far ab ove the class of the or­ 
dinary sailor, and strengthens the opin­ 
ion that he is not a memb er of the 
original crew, b ut one of the revolu­ 
tionaries who went 
011 b oard a t Odes­ 
sa. 
The issuance of the manifesto lends 
a certain dignity to the mutiny, and 
proves that the crew and their com- 
mander have no desire that the world 
should b elieve them to b e mere out­ 
laws, b ut that they should b e looked 
upon as men seriously 
raising 
the 
standard of revolution. 
According to 
a rumor printed In an afternoon paper 
the ship's strong b ox contained $ 375,- 
000, and the mutineers would there­ 
fore b e well supplied with money. 
In circles closely in touch with the 
revolutionists it is regarded as a fore­ 
gone conclusion that the commander 
of the Kniaz Potemklne. knowing the 
situation in the Caucasus, will head 
for Poti or Batoum, where the revo­ 
lutionists are ex ceedingly strong, in 
the hope of producing a general rising. 
W ith the authorities in the Caucasus 
almost powerless to prevent it such a

R u s s ia 
M ore T ha n W illin g, b u t Is Too 
P r ou d to A sk for One. 
St. Petersb urg, July 6.—The situa­ 
tion regarding the armistice is as fal­ 
lows: 
Russia has formally signified 
to President Roosevelt her desire for a 
lasting peace not only b y the appoint­ 
ment of plenipotentiaries who will b e 
accompanied b y eminent ex perts fully 
empowered to conclude a treaty sub ­ 
ject only to the ratification of the re­ 
spective governments, ‘cut as a final 
step has indicated her readiness 
to 
suspend hostilities. 
She has avoided 
formally asking for an armistice as a 
m atter of pride, b ut tinder the circum­ 
stances Russia could hardly go further 
than Mfn* has. 
Japan so far as known has not yet 
indicated her attitude, or if she has 
Russia up to this writing has not b een 
so informed, 
in diplomatic circles the 
most earnest hope is ex pressed that 
Japan will consent. 
An eminent am­ 
b assador of a great European power 
said to the Associated Press: 
"If Japan declines it may prove to 
b e a misfortune for the whole world. 
The position of Russia is critical. The 
emperor crushed b y the defeats in the 
Far East and with almost civil war 
at home has b owed his head to the in­ 
evitab le. 
He wants peace. 
If Japan 
still insists in humb ling tb c emperor's 
head into the dust * 
* 
* 
spe may 
produce a cataclysm of anarchy great­ 
er than that of the French revolution, 
which will leave her no government 
to negotiate with, b esides threatening 
the peace of Europe.” 
The Bourse Gazette considers that 
the wav is over and that a b attle aft­ 
er what has b een accomplished b y 
President Roosevelt would b e an anom- 
oly.

Chicago, July (1.—Mayor Edward F. 
Dunne told the city council his plans 
for municipal ownership of traction 
properties. 
It was not municipal own­ 
ership ab solutely, b ut. as the mayor ex ­ 
plained. the nearest thing possib le un­ 
der ex isting conditions, and he asked 
the aldermen to consider it carefully,

The plan which the mayor offered 
provides for the incorporation of a com­ 
pany managed b y five men who com­ 
mand the confidence of the people of 
Chicago. 
To this company is to b e 
granted a twenty-year franchise cover 
ing the streets in which the rights of 
the old companies already have ex pired 
or soon will ex pire. It is to b e stocked 
to the amount necessary to estab lish a 
street car system in these streets, 
roughly estimated at 240 miles, and at 
any time the city may elect it can take 
over the property on an appraised val­ 
uation.
